Among the 1.082 after the debate, 
the figures stood at 49 per cent for 
Reagan, 39 per cent for Carter, 8 
per cent for Anderson and 6 per 
cent still undecided. 

Nearly 700.000 people who took 
part in an instant ABC Television 
Network news telephone survey 
following the debate said by a 2-to-i 
margin they felt Ronald Reagan 
had gained more from the en- 
counter than Carter. 

ABC said that of the callers who 
reached one of two special phone 
numbers during the 100 minutes 
following the debate. 469.412 people 
or 67 per cent dialled the number 
designated for Reagan and 227,017 
or 33 per cent dialled the one assign- I 
ed to Carter. 

Not surprisingly, reaction from 
politicians fell along party lines. 
Democrats said Carter won — 
Republicans argued Reagan won. 

Republican senators and House 
members scattered across the 
country said Reagan handled the 
Issues well. “This should assure the 
election of Governor Reagan,” said 
Senator Bob Dole, a national 
debater himself as the 1976 
Republican vice-presidential can- 
didate. 

Similar words In Carter’s favour 
came from Robert Strauss, the 
president’s campaign chairman, 
who declared : “This ought to be the 
lift we need to put us on over.” 

Reagan said he was not sure 
whether he or Carter had won their 
debate, but joked that. “I've ex- 
amined myself. I can’t find any 
wounds.” 

And Carter said he "felt very 
good” after the debate and was 
satisfied with the outcome. (AP,

Showdown today on delegate vote 

Rabin camp threatens 
convention boycott

TEL AVIV. — Supporters of former 
prime minister Yitzhak Rabin say 
they will boycott Labour's 
December convention and next* 
year's election campaign unless 
they get fair representation at the 
convention. Rabin haa declared he 
will challenge Labour chairman 
ShTmon Perea for the party 
leadership at the convention. A 
crucial confrontation is expected at 
the party central committee this 
afternoon on the method of electing 
convention delegates. Xf no agreed 
solution la reached, on irreparable 
rift — but not a formal split — is 
predicted in Labour. 

At issue today la bow party 
branches will elect convention 
delegates on November 26.- 
Branches until now used a complex 
system, whereby a member lists 
the candidates of his choice, with no 


list including more than half of the 
number of delegates sent to the con- 
vention by the branch. This was a 
built-in precaution against possible 
attempts by any single group to in- 
duce or pressure a narrow majority 
of branch members to pick a full 
slate of candidates. 

The Peres camp la now 
opposing to scrap the checks and 
go back to a system where it is 
possible to leave large groups un- 
represented. They say that the .pre- 
sent complex system is no longer 
necessary, now that there are of- 
ficially no more factions in the par- 
ty. 

The Peres aide is willing to allow 
small minority representation from 
each branch.

Hurvitz attacks Idle’ Begin,

After talks with Sadat in state visit 

Navon returns today 
with ‘firm promises’

CAIRO. — President Yitzhak 
Navon is expected to convey to 
Premier Menahem Begin today 
the agreements he concluded 
with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat on advancing normaliza- 
tion of relations as well as the 
“ideas” the two leaders outlin- 
ed for the resumption of the 
stalled negotiations on the pro- 
jected West Bank and Gaza 
Strip autonomy. 

The report Navon will deliver to 
Begin may be forwarded to the 
cabinet next Sunday for a debate. 
Its adoption would amount to the 
recognition of the policy- making 
credibility of the president, who for- 
mally holds no executive powers. 

Navon is due back home this 
evening from a five-day state visit 
to Egypt, where his tour was hailed 
as Egypt's first heart-to-heart con- 
tact with Israel- 

Former Premier Mustafa XhalU, 
who now functions as vice- 
chairman of Sadat's ruling 
National Democratic Party, said 
here last night that Navon’s mis- 
sion had a great Impact on the 
Egyptian people. Through Navon's 


appearances and speeches. Khalil 
said, the Egyptians bad realized 
"Israel’s good intentions.” He said 
that the Egyptians were now cer- 
tain that Israel would meet Its 
peace commitments as much as 
Egypt was determined to do so. 

Sadat said last night that he 
would keep all promises he made to 
Israel during Navon's visit. Sadat 
spoke at a banquet at the Abdin 
Palace given by Navon in honour of 
the Egyptian president. 

The two presidents, who yester- 
day met In the Egyptian leader's 
home village of Mlt Abul Kum, 80 
kms north of here, announced their 
agreement on a wide-ranging 
programme for what Sadat describ- 
ed as consolidating ties between the 
two nations. 

Speaking at a press conference, 
the two leaders named a few con- 
crete measures which would in- 
clude the following: 

• Allowing merchandise to be 
shipped by land through the El- 
Arish border crossing in northern 
Sinai. Previously all trade has been 
conducted by sea or air. 

• Tourists visiting Israel will con- 
tinue to have access to the Santa 
Katerina Monastery at Mount 
Sinai, without having to cross Into 
Egypt first. Egypt, which got back 
the portion of Sinai with the 


monastery from Israel under the 
peace treaty last November, 
recently demanded that non- 
Israelis wanting to visit the 
monastery would have to go to 
Egypt first. 

• El Al, the Israel national airline, 
will fly to Cairo four times a week 
Instead of three thus far. 

• The two countries will exchange 
exhibits displaying "achievements 
in the Industrial, agricultural and 
cultural fields.” 

• Egyptian and Israeli youths will 
visit each other during the summer 
vacations "so that when they grow 
up, peace will be natural to them.” 
■ Delegations of Egyptians 
representing various walks of life 
will visit Israel. 

• Establishment of a joint 
“supreme command for peace” 
comprising sociologists, writers, 
psychiatrists and government of- 
ficials to study how the two peoples, 
at war for 30 years, can come closer 
together. 

The points of agreement were 
seen by observers to represent a 
virtual dream list for Israelis, who 
recently have been concerned over 
the slow development of trade and 
people-to-people exchanges 
between the two countries.

statesman, then declared that 
thanks to his host he was uncertain 
whether he was experiencing a 
reality or a dream. 

“I have had the opportunity to see 
something of Egypt, ancient and 
modern, and to this moment I do 
not know whether It la a dream or a 
reality.”

Phalangists gain upper hand Explosion rocks 
in Beirut street fighting 


BEORUT (UPI). — The street-war 
between Lebanon’s rival Christian 
militiamen ended yesterday with 
the Phalaoglst party gunmen 
crushing the National Liberal Party 
in a house-to-house fight that left 15 
people dead and 60 wounded. 

Lebanese army units sealed off 
all roads leading into the 
neighbourhood but made no ap- 
parent effort to stop the fighting 
between the heavily armed militias 
of the Phalaoglst and National 
Liberal parties. 

The fighting, had been rag- 
ing on and off tor four days. 

Witnesses In the area said both 
sides were ' using heavy 
machineguns, artillery, rocket- 
propelled grenades and short-range 
rockets in the house-to-house battle 
for control of the Christian East 
Beirut suburb. 

Witnesses said casualties from 
the fighting would have been higher 


had not many people fled the area 
or taken shelter In their basements 
and hallways. Damage to buildings 
and cars in the neighbourhood baa 
been extensive. The Phalangists 
have been able to occupy most of 
the National Liberal Party offices 
in the district. 

The fighting in Ain Rummaneh 
was triggered on Sunday when the 
Phalangiat militia led by Bechir 
Gemayel became embroiled In a 
dispute with the local National Par- 
ty militia boss in the ' 
neighbourhood, Elias Hazmoush. 

The Phalangists accused’ Han- 
noush of accepting aid from the 
Palestinians. H&xmousb charged 
that the Phalangists had tried to 
buy him off and he rebuffed them. ; 

Although the argument sparked 
the fighting, underlying it was the 
obvious desire of the Phalangists to 
finally wipe out their National 
Liberal Party rivals from their last 
stronghold. 1 


Oil may go up soon by 25 per cent 


Peking ER station 

PEKING (AP). — An explosion 
shook the Peking railroad station 
last night, and unconfirmed reports 
said several persons were killed. 

A steady stream of ambulances 
leaving the station indicated many 
casualties, but there was no im- 
mediate official confirmation. 

One man in the crowd outside 
said the accident occurred in an 
elevator and about 20 people were 
killed or wounded. Then a soldier 
touched his arm, and he said no 
more. 

Police cordoned off a large area 
in front of the station, but 
passengers with tickets continued 
to come and go through Bide doors, 
and loudspeakers continued to an- 
nounce train arrivals and depar- 
tures. 

Those Inside the station were kept 
away from the central area of the 
terminal building and some coming 
out said they had seen no signs of 
damage. There also was no damage 
visible from outside the building.

The price of oil may go up soon by 
25 per cent, but Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz supports plans to 
reduce the compensation given to 
consumers for these hikes. 

Treasury economists are now 
considering ways to make up for a 
ISL billion deficit in the secret 
“equalization fund” which is used to 
regulate the price of oil. 

Oil now makes up 8 per cent of 
the consumer price index basket. 
Cost-oMlvlng increments coyer 
only 80 per cent of the rises In oil 
prices and Finance Minister Yigael 
Hurvitz considers further reducing 


the compensation in the autumn 
cost-of-Hving allowance. But this 
plan faces stiff Histadrat opposi- 
tion. 

Treasury officials say that the 
rise in world oil prices has resulted 
In an. oil ‘tax' on Israelis, and a 8 per 
cent drop In real wages which will 
grow If oil prices continue to rise. 

The' alternative to raising the oil 
prices by 25 per cent, according to 
Treasury officiala. is for the 
government to pay out more sub- 
sidies to compensate for the 20-to-30 
per cent rise in spot market prices, 
and the continuing devaluation of 
the shekel.

order to make up for the' deficit in 
the "equalization fund." a vital 
part in the Intricate system of fix- 
ing oil prices. 

This fund, which imposes levies 
and subsidies to regulate the price 
of oil. is not accountable to any 
public body and is operated under 
the Emergency Regulations. It fix- 
es a uniform price for oil sold in all 
parts of the country, and deter- 
mines price rises to compensate for 
time gaps between world price 
rises and shekel devaluations. It 
also fixes the price of various types 
of fuel by determining a levy on the 
■ light oils, such as petrol, to compen- 
sate for fixed low prices for the 
heavy ofls used in Industry. 

The Treasury has recently chang- 
ed its taxing system and now im- 
poses a 22 per cent excise tax on 
petrol and a 5 per cent tax on other 
oils, rather than a fixed price in 
shekels. This means that it in- 
creases its income automatically 
whenever prices rise at a much 
higher rate than the rise in prices In 
shekels. 

Sources In Jerusalem saj* that the 
Treasury has no need for the ad- 
ditional compensation for world oil 
price hike* which it proposes to 
achieve by reducing the consumer's 
compensation for these hl^es.

at the White House three weeks 
before the election?” 

Weizman insisted that the only 
reason his decision to travel with 
Carter had caused such a furore 
was because of his political 
enemies in the government and 
because several ministers opposed 
to the Camp David agreements con- 
tinue to blame Carter for supposed- 
ly having pressured Israel into 
accepting it. 

Weizman was especially disturb- 
ed by what he charged were efforts 
in Israel to picture him “as a clown 
or an idiot." 

"That really annoys me,” he 
said, once again defending his sup- 
port for Carter. He cited the 
president's deep involvement in the 
peace -process, "which I support.” 

The former minister, who came 
to the U.S. to address Weismann 
Institute of Science fund-raising 
dinners in Chicago and 
Philadelphia, said that Carter "has 
done a fine job for Israel." 

Supporters of Republican 
presidential candidate Ronald 
Reagan were clearly not mollified 
by the series of statements in 
Jerusalem dissociating the govern- 
ment from Weizman's actions. 

The Reagan camp charged that 
various Israeli figures, including 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
opposition leader Shimon Peres, 
former foreign minister Moshe 
Dayan and ambassador in 
Washington Ephraim Evron, had 
earlier signalled their support for' 
Carter in the election. 

"The only thing Weizman did 
differently," one Reagan insider 
said, ‘‘was to be a little more ob- 
vious. But we have known for weeks 
that the Israelis were working 
against us." 

Weizman, in the Interview, called 
his Israeli critics "hypocrites." He 
is expected to remain In the U.S. for 
another week before returning 
home.

Doctors give warning 
of 24-hour strike 


Navon pays visit to Sadat s

TEL AVTV. — The Israel Medical 
Association decided yesterday 
evening to call Us members out on a 
24-hour strike next Tuesday. If their 
demands for a new wage agree- 
ment are not met by then. The doc- 
tors arc seeking an approximately 
30 per cent hike tn tbelr basic pay. 

The action committee of the IMA 
will meet with Health Minister 
Eliezer Shostak on Monday to try to 
persuade him to accept their 
demands and thus avert the strike 
and work sanctions — still to be an- 
nounced — which will be instituted 
after the strike. 

During the 24-hour strike, which 
will start at 7 a.m., the hospitals 
will function with skeleton staffs 
and will only admit patients requir- 
ing emergency treatment. Out- 
patient clinics will be closed and 
doctors working in health ad- 
ministration in government and 
public offices will also strike. 


The lone exception will be Baruch 
Modan. director-general of the 
Health Ministry, who was granted 
this privilege at his request. 

The strike was originally set for 
next Sunday, but was postponed for 
two days to fulfil the legal require- 
ment that a 13-day warning period 
must be observed. 

The IMA announced yesterday 
that during the past two years the 
basic pay of doctors has been erod- 
ed by about 30 per cent, "although 
all other working sectors received 
wage hikes except the doctors," a 
spokesman said. However, the IMA 
confirmed that higher pay for extra 
work, such as night and holiday du- 
ty. has more or less kept pace with 
raises granted other sectors. 

The IMA stressed that meeting 
the demands of the doctors would 
not cause a collapse of the 
government's wage policy and that 
it was within the framework of the 
wage agreement reached with the 
Histadrut. 


School strike in Netanya 
enters second and last day

NETANYA. — Schoolchildren re- 
main home again this morning as a 
city-wide strike — called by parents 
committees to protest faulty safety 
and sanitary conditions — enters its 
second and final day.

Mayor Reuven Kleigier and Educa- 
tion Ministry officials, a parent 
spokesman said yesterday. 


The mayor has told the parents 
he will not attend the session while 
a strike is in progress. Last night, 
he met with a parents committees’ 
representative in an effort to seek a 
compromise that would open the 
schools during this morning’s 
meeting. Kleigier said “that this 
would allow me to negotiate without 
being under pressure."

Moshe Shahal, representing the 
Likud and the Labour opposition, 
seated in the front row. 

Most of Egypt’s ministers and the 
National Democratic Party chair- 
man, Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak, did not attend the session 
with Navon, which was broadcast 
live on Cairo Radio with parts to be 
shown last night on Egyptian televi- 
sion. The meeting was chaired by 
deputy party chairman, former 
prime minister Mustapha Khalil. 

It was the first time that such a 
representative forum of the Egyp- 
tian people was addressed by an 
Israeli leader. The idea to address 
the National Democratic Party ex- 
ecutive was originally proposed by 
Navon as a substitute to a sugges- 
tion that he address the Egyptian 
parliament. Navon could not accept 
an invitation to address the parlia- 
ment, since that honour is still 
waiting for Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 

The members of the ruling Egyp- 
tian party executive, including 10 
women, followed Navon 's speech 
with much attention, often smiling 
approvingly at Navon’s excellent 
delivery and warm and outspoken 
manner. 

In his reply, Khalil, speaking off 
the cuff and looking only at some 
brief notes which he jotted down 
during Navon’ a speech, displayed a 
remarkable knowledge of the 
history of the Jewish people up to 
and including the history of 
Zionism. It was the first time that 
the people of Egypt were exposed to 
such an objective and detailed 
description of the wandering of the 
Jews from earliest history. 

Calling Zionism a "national 


political movement," Khalil even 
explained the differences between 
Chaim Weizmann's Zionism and 
the Revisionist Zionism of Ze'ev 
Jabotinsky. Conspicuously absent 
from his speech were the events of 
1947-1948 and the wars that preced- 
ed Sadat's peace initiative. 

But he stressed that peace should 
not be sought on the basis of historic 
and religious motives. Instead, 
there are UN resolutions 242 and 338 
and the Camp David peace 
agreements which speak clearly of 
"defined borders that do not in- 
clude occupied territories," Khalil 
said. 

Speaking of the Palestinian 
problem. Khalil distinguished 
clearly between the Palestinians in 
the West Bank and in the Gaza Strip 
to whom the full autonomy should 
apply, and those who left In the 
wake of wars and were In part ab- 
sorbed in other Arab countries. 
"Those who live in the West Bank 
and In the Gaza Strip will deter- 
' mine the solution of the problem,’* 
Khalil said. He did not make any 
reference to the PLO. 

Khalil disagreed with Navon’a 
statement that normalization is not 
being implemented properly. Call- 
ing this claim exaggerated, he also 
pointed out that life in Israel was 
very expensive. Egyptians go 
abroad for personal visits or for 
medical treatment and Israel 
should convince them that It was 
worth their while to visit there, he 
said. 

But Khalil stressed that Egypt is 
convinced that there is no way back 
on the road to peace. President 
Navon's visit was the best proof of 
this determination, Khalil conclud- 
ed to stormy applause. 


Iranian wants weapons 
in exchange for hostages 


STOCKHOLM. — Ayatollah Sheik 
Sadegh Kbalkhali said yesterday 
that many members of the Iranian 
parliament want to free the 
American hostages before the U.S. 
election. He predicted the debate in 
Iran’s parliament would end today. 

"We want to free the hostages 
before the election," the ayatollah 
said. 

Iran will not .set harsher con- 
ditions for their release and would 
like the U.S. to deliver the weapons 
and spare parts which Iran has 
purchased, Khalkhalf told Swedish 
Radio. 

The ayatollah, known to be a 
hardliner In the parliament, was 
the first to reveal the substance of 
the parliamentary debates concer- 
ning the fate of the Americans, the 
radio said. 

Khalkhali was also quoted in a 
Beirut newspaper as saying he 
favoured a hostages-for-spare- 
parts deal with the U.S. 

In an interview with the leftist 
Beirut newspaper As Safir, 
Kh&lkhalj said : "Carter Is trying to 


return to the American presidency. 
Therefore, he is ready to give us all 
the spare parts we need lor the war 
on condition the case of- the 
hostages is resolved." 

"We agree to this because it Is in 
our interest." 

The Iranian parliament for the 
fourth day yesterday secretly 
debated the fate of 32 Americans, 
now held hostage for 361 days. 

Another session was scheduled 
for today and parliament speaker 
Hajotleslam Hashexni RafsanjanI 
said "conditions for freedom of the 
American hostages will be discuss- 
ed in the open session." the official 
Iranian news agency PARS 
reported. 

Meanwhile, an aide to D3. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter said yesterday 
that Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini "has cancer of 
the colon.” Is "not going to last 
long," Frank Moore, head of 
Carter’s congressional liaison staff, 
said In an interview In the

MIT ABUL KUM. — Yitzhak Navon yesterday 
became the first foreign president to visit this 
simple village — the birthplace of President 
Anwar Sadat. 

Arriving by helicopter from Cairo. Navon 
and his wife Oflra were received by Sadat and 
his wife Jehan at the helipad adjacent to the 
Egyptian leader’s two-storey villa. 

"Ya Sadat, ya Navon." shouted some of the 
hundreds of villagers as the two presidents 
drove through the unpaved "main street" of 
Mit Abul Kum, standing up through the sun 
roof of their vehicle. "Long live Sadat — belov- 
ed of the people," shouted others, in a chorus. 
Women In long robes ululated and barefoot 
children climbed on rooftops to see. 

But the greetings seemed to have been 
offered more out of bablt than excitement. 
Sadat returns to his native village several 
times a month, especially for Friday prayers. 

As for Navon, many of the villagers — un- 
sophisticated farmers — seemed never to have 
heard about Israel. 

The village of 3,000 in the Nile Delta is a 
study in contrasts: Sadat's modern villa and 
picturesque flower garden — with hovels of the 
poorest imaginable conditions just across the 
narrow road. 


Mit Abul Kum is a village of two parts. One is 
the original claybrtck buildings like the one in - 
which Sadat was bom yearly 62 years ago, and 
where some of his cousins and other relatives 
still live. 

The other is the relatively modem, flagstone- . 
faced buildings whose construction began three 
years ago. Sadat donated half of his Nobel 
Peace Prize money and the proceeds of his 
autobiography. Search for Identity, to finance 
the complex, which is reserved for local 
residents whose sons fell in war, and others liv- 
ing under bad conditions. 

The villagers are accustomed to seeing VIPs 
making the pilgrimage. Including prime 
ministers. But Navon and Libyan leader 
Muammer Gaddafi were the only heads of 
state to come — Gaddafi several years ago 
when he and Sadat still felt like "brothers." 

Navon visited one of the new homes, where 
he met some of Sadat’s relatives and received 
kisses oh the cheeks. Then be went into one of 
the .decrepit old buildings.

Ex-mayors end hunger strike

Carter, in response to one ques- 
tion, did point with apparent pride 
to his involvement In the signing of 
the Israel- Egypt peace treaty. 

'We’ve not only kept peace for 
our own country, but we’ve been 
able to extend the benefits of peace 
to others," Carter said. "In the 
Middle East, we’ve worked for a 
peace treaty between Israel and 
Egypt successfully... This is a very 
good step forward for our own 
nation's security. And we’ll con- 
tinue to do as we've done in the 
past." 

Like Carter's statements on the 
PLO, that remark on the U.S. 
relationship with Israel and Egypt 
appeared to go beyond the earlier.

Cut cheap loans to industry, committee urges

The government should stop giv- 
ing cheap development loans to In- 
dustry, according to the report of a 
special committee released yester- 
day. 

The Capital Market Committee 
report also said that the govern- 
ment should sell some bonds 
through tender to the highest bidder 
rather than at 'fixed prices. The 
recommendation to stop giving 
development loans, aa reported in 
Sunday's Jerusalem Post, is one of 
a sflrleg of steps 'recommended to 
reduce, the government’s involve- 
ment in ihc capital market. 

The committee was established 
at the initiative of former Finance 
Minister Simha Erlich, and was 


headed by Dr. Ben- Ami Zucker- 
man, the Treasury’s commissioner 
for the capital market. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
will now review the committee’s 
recommendations, and If they are 
implemented as expected, this will 
be only in the next few months. 

Reducing the governments in- 
volvement in the capital market 
would be accomplished primarily 
by abolishing the system of cheap 
development loans whereby the 
government obtains money from 
the public through the sale of linked 
bonds, then loans It to Industry at 
subsidized rates. 

The Intention is to direct firms In 
search of development capital to 
banks, pension funds and Insurance 
companies in the open capital 


market. 

. Government encouragement of 
Investment would continue through 
one-time grants equivalent to the 
benefits contained in the subsidized 
loan. This would, however, simplify 

the process while reducing the 
burden an the government’s 
budget. . 

The report also recommends that 
the government reduce the extent 
of the sale of government bonds. 
Most of the bonds would then be 
sold through tender Instead of at a 
fixed price so that the yield would 
bo determined by market forces. 

By opening the capital market to 
greater competition for lnveatment 
loans, interest rates would be ex- 
pected to drop. While this would 
enable the government to cut the in- 


terest It pays on bonds, the inteu- 1 
tion (s to assure the savings value of , 
government bonds by setting aj 
zero-yield floor. Bonds would thus 
still be a hedge against inflation. 

The committee also proposed 
that pension funds be obligated to 
deposit only two thirds of their 
funds with the Treasury, instead of 
92 per cent as before. The remain- 
ing third would be used for direct 
financing of business loans.

Thc Israeli proposals in thc last round of 
autonomy talks in Washington endangered 
land reserves for Jewish settlement In Judea 
and Samaria, coalition members in thc 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee charg- 
ed yesterday. 

But Prime Minister Mcnahem Begin, who 
attended thc committee session, insisted that 
no concessions had been made and the coun- 
try's fundamental interests had not been en- 
dangered. Thc alleged concessions were un- 
derstood to be contained in a document drawn 
up by Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon on 
Sand and water control In thc autonomy. 

Only two coalition members, Amnon Linn 
(Likud-La'am) and Zerah Warhaftlg (NRP). 
supported the government position. But they 
were outnumbeced by the critics. 

Haim Druckman (NRP) said that Israel's in- 
itial postion on the autonomy had become 
seriously eroded. Jewish settlement in Judea 
and Samaria would be stopped, he warned, if 
the approval of the Arab autonomous council 
would be required to use non-private lands. 

Committee chairman Moshe Arens as well os 
his two Herat colleagues. Yosef Rom, and 
Michael Dekel. while not accepting 
Druckman's warning that settlement would be 
paralysed, emphasised that the need to secure 
Arab agreement would cause great difficulties. 


Druckman said later that whereas Begin had 
represented me autonomy as applying to "the 
residents’’, the latest Israeli proposals meant 
that autonomy was also “for the areas.” 
Therefore, thc urgent need now was to set up 
as many new settlements as possible before the 
negotiations were concluded. Druckman said. 

Warhaftlg said that despite possible reser- 
vations about the Israeli proposals, the most 
important thing about them was that they had 
made progress possible. 

Linn said the latest Israeli proposals were a 
wise reflection of the government's alma. Since 
the Likud and the Knesset had endorsed the 
autonomy agreement, they should endorse the 
current moves, he said. 

Yehuda Ben-Melr (NRPl , who was unable to 
attend thc committee meeting, said later, after 
reading thc autonomy proposals, that be would 
ask Interior Minister Yosef Burg (who heads 
thc autonomy delegation) to explain to the 
NRP faction next week several point* which 
required clarification. 

Mcir Talmi (AHgnment-Mapam) said it was 
wrong to reject a “Jordanian option,” because 
a claim to rule the West Bank forever also clos- 
ed an Israeli option for the Jordanians. "Will 
King Hussein find anything at all to say to 
Prime Minister Begin?” Talmi asked. 

Warning that the proposed Golan annexation 
would cause os much damage as the Jerusalem 


Ijitw. Talmi rebuked Begin for shaping his 
foreign policy according to domestic political 
considerations. 

Talmi asked Begin why he did not appoint a 
new defence minister and devote his time to 
matters coming under the premier's respon- 
sibility. which had so long been neglected. 

Begin said that security had not suffered 
because a new defence minister had not been, 
appointed. He said he had tried to find a can- 
didate. but in vain. 

Abba Kban (Alignment-Labour) charged 
that the government was trying to pull the wool 
over people's eyes, by referring in the Hebrew 
version of the autonomy proposals, to "the 
Erctz Israel Arabs”, though it had signed the 
English version, referring to the “Palestine 
people.” 

Begin replied that the Hebrew version was 
thc one which was binding on Israel. At Camp 
David, he recalled. Israel emphasized that the 
use of the terra “West Bank” in the English 
texts did not bind Israel — only the term 
"Judea and Samaria.” In the Hebrew texts. 

Begin described President Yitzhak Navon’s 
visit to Egypt as ”a success story” which 
would strengthen the ties between the two 
countries.

Prison commissioner Gundar 
Haim Levi said that the new jail will 
house three types of prisoners: 
those awaiting trial, those con- 
sidered dangerous to society and 
those waiting to be assigned to other 
prisons. 

Libyan UN diplomat

— A Libyan 
diplomat was mugged in the 
Grammercy Park section of 
Manhattan early yesterday by five 
persons who robbed him of $120 and 
his personal papers. . 

Police said Fathalla Sulieman, 
40, the administrative attache to 
the Libyan mission to the UN, was 
walking near 23rd St. and Second 
Ave.. around 1.15 a.m., when he 
was accosted by two men and three 
women. 


Unionists seek greater role in Labour

TEL AVIV. — Trade union 
secretaries and chairmen of 
national workers’ committees have 
formed a Joint committee to fight 
for greater representation within 
the Labour Party. 

At a press conference here 
yesterday, their chairman, Gideon 
Bcn-Israel. explained that they 
want 40 per cent of the labour con- 
vention delegates elected on a trade 
union, rather than a territorial, 
basis. 

The larger regions of the party 
already have a rule requiring that a 
40 per cent allocation be earmarked 
for workers' representatives, but 
because there are so many interest 
groups fighting for places, and 
because almost everyone In the 
Labour Party la a salaried worker 
anyway, these seats don't 
necessarily go to the people whom 
the workers have elected as their 
representatives. 

The result is that the trade unions 
and workers committees are not 
represented at ail in the party's 
bureau and comprise only 3 per 


cent of the centre. 

As an example of their poor 
representation at the last party con- 
vention. they pointed out that Rony 
Millo. head of the workers' com- 
mittee for government hospital 
employees, wasn’t a delegate 
because he Isn’t active in his local 
party branch, even though he 
represents thousands of workers. 

“When we now ask for half the 
seats in party institutions, and for 
great representation in the Knesset 
faction (where Histadrut 
Secretary-general Yeroham 
Meshel is the only workers' 
representative) we’re not simply 
fighting for our own interest,” Ben- 
Israel said. “We’re concerned 
about the long-range future of the 
party. The workers want to get rid 
of thc Likud government, and want 
us back, but we won't be able to 
solve the country’s economic 
problems quickly or easily, and If 
we aren’t seen as direct and credi- 
ble representatives of the workers, 
we may not succeed,” he said. 

Bcn-Israel said the joint com- 
mittee was unequivocally in favour 
of Shimon Peres.

The 
panel had earlier indicated that it 
was heavily in favour of the Ziklm 
site sooth of Ashkelon. 


U-S. ‘clarification’ on 
equipping Saudi jets 

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
is holding open the possibility of 
selling extra fuel tanks to Saudi 
Arabia for the F-15 fighters it is 
buying but will not provide bomb 
racks. Pentagon officials said on 
Tuesday. 

The officials sought to clarify still 
further the U.S. position on helping 
Saudi Arabia Improve the capabili- 
ty of its sophisticated American 
fighters without allowing these air- 
craft to become a threat to Israel. 

The Issue surfaced last Friday 
when President Jimmy Carter said 
in an interview that he wag 
categorically ruling out the sale of 
bomb racks for the Saudi F-15s.

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Carter attacks Keagan's ‘dangerous’ views 

War and peace issue 
dominates TV debate 


CLEVELAND, Ohio. - President 
Jimmy Carter and Republican 
nominee Ronald Reagan, in a 
critical debate one week before the 
iflxo presidential election, clashed 
sbnrply on Tuesday on military, 
economic and social Issues with 
Curler defending his record and 
Reagan insisting he is not a 
dangerous warmonger. 

Carter took a strong offensive 
thrust, saying that his rival had 
taken “dangerous" stands that 
could lead to a nuclear arms race 
nnd proliferation of nuclear 
weapons to terrorist countries. 

But Reagan denied he would 
overreact militarily as president, 
saying. don't ever want to see 
another generation of Americans 
bleed their lives away" on foreign 
soil. 

From lecterns precisely five 
meLres apart, on the stage of an or- 
nate music hall, the Democratic 
president and his challenger traded 
answers and rebuttals, under 
questioning by four reporters and 
commentators. 

The war and peace dispute, a cen- 
tral argument in the autumn cam- 
paign, was the first question. 
Reagan said that he wasn't really 
sure what their differences might 
be on the use of force “because I 
don't know what Mr. Carter's 
policies are. Z only know what he 
has said about mine... 


"To maintain ... peace requires 
strength." Reagan said. “America 
has never gotten into a war because 
we were too strong. We can get into 
a war by letting events get out of 
hand as they have in the last three 
and a half years." 

Carter countered that he has kept 
the peace, and said his administra- 
tion has been steadily, carefully in- 
creasing the nation’s defence 
capability. 

“I think habitually Governor 
Reagan has advocated the injection 
of military forces into troubled 
areas when r and my 
predecessors... have advocated 
resolving those troubles peacefully 


ii iiu diplomatically." the president 
acid. 

Carter did not discuss the hostage 
situation directly, but said he is 
determined to follow policies that 
would isolate nations harbouring 
terrorists. 

Reagan said the biggest 
difference between himself and 
Carter was that "he sees the solu- 
tion to anything as the opportunity 
for another government 
programme." 

Then they argued over the Equal 
Rights Amendment, a proposed 
constitutional amendment to en- 
sure that women have the same 
rights as men. with Carter suppor- 
ting it and Reagan opposing it. 

The debate turned to social Issues 
and Carter said that Reagan's past 
statements against the minimum 
wage. Medicare. Social Security 
and other social programmes show- 
ed “an insensitivity to the needs of 
people." *■ 

“Our nation, to stay strong, to 
stay at peace, to raise high the 
banner of human rights, to set an 
example for the rest of the world .. 
is my plan for the future. I ask the 
American people to join me in this 
partnership," Carter said in his 
summation. 

Reagan, in his summation, said 
that voters should ask themselves 
the following questions before they 
vote next Tuesday: 

"Are you better off than you were 
four years ago? Is It easier for you 
to go and buy thing* In the stores 
than it was four years ago? Is there 
more or less unemployment in the 
country than there was four years 
ago? Is America as respected 
throughout the world as it was?... 

From 960 kilometres away 
Independent candidate John Ander- 
son did his best to pretend he was 
debating with Carter and Reagan. 

As Reagan and Carter finished 
each round of questions, the Cable 
News Network cut its telecast to 
Washington, and Anderson 
answered as if he were in the same 
room as the major party nominees.

Iran claims shooting down 
Iraqi bomber near holy city 


BEIRUT. — Iran said that it shot 
down an Iraqi Air Force long-range 
Tupelov bomber yesterday near 
ther the holy city of Qom, the site of 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini's headquarters. 

A communique from the Iranian 
command, broadcast by Teheran 
radio, did not say whether Qom was 
actually bombed by the Iraqis. 

Iranian planes bombed Iraq's 
biggest oil refineries in Baghdad 
and the southern port city of Basra 
yesterday as ground forces held 
despearately to a key bridge that 
blocked an Iraqi tank assault on the 
giant oil refining centre of Abadan, 
Iran said. 

Iraq said that fighting tapered off 
along its 480-kilometre invasion 
front in western- and southwestern 
Iran with only 15 Iranian and eight 
Iraqi soldiers killed in 12 hours of 


combat from Tuesday evening to 
yesterday morning. 

Iraq appeared yesterday to be 
preparing for a final push on 
Abadan after reinforcing siege 
positions around the embattled ci- 
ty. 


Diplomatic sources said that the 
Iraqis had moved more artillery 
and armour to the Abadan area 
following their announcement last 
Friday that they had finally cap- 
tured the Iranian cargo port of 
Khorramshahr, 15 km to the nortb. 


UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, meanwhile, expressed 
concern at the “growing number of 
civilian casualties" and appealed to 
Iran and Iraq to use “utmost care" 
to distinguish between military and 
civilian objectives. (AP, UPI, 
Reuter 1 


Afghanistan ‘milked’ by Soviet 


The Soviet Union Is milking 
Afghanistan of its natural gas and 
other resources, a group of former- 
ly high-ranking Afghan officials 
said yesterday. 

The officials, who fled to the 
Pakistani border town of Peshawar 
in recent weeks, said the Soviets 
are taking large quantities of 
natural gar, fertilizer, cement and 
other Afghan goods but paying only 
a fraction of their real value. 

The Soviet Union purchases 
Afghanistan's total gas production 
at $82 per 1,000 cubic metres, which 
the officials said cornea to about- 
half the world market price for 
natural gas. 

The Soviet Union la fully respon- 
sible for attacks last week on 
Afghan refugee camps inside 
Pakistan by six machlnegun-firing 


helicopters, the State Department 
said on Tuesday. 


Department spokesman John 
Trattner said at least three people, 
including one Afghan refugee, were 
wounded in the raid last Friday In 
the pfovince of Peshwar near the 
Khyber Pass. He said that although 
the “identity of the pilots is un- 
known, there is a strong presump- 
tion that they were Soviet. 


Afghan President Babrak Kar- 
mal has further extended his visit 
to the Soviet Union despite the end 
of his official talks and sightseeing 
last Friday, Afghan sources in- 
dicated yesterday. They said Kar- 
mal, who is said to be undergoing a 
medical check-up otjjUride Moscow, 
is expected to leave “by the 
weekend." (AP, UPI.)

WARSAW. - Regional bosses of 
Poland's Solidarity free trade union 
told millions of workers yesterday 
to prepare for possible strike action 
to force Authorities into concessions 
during talks on Friday with Prime 
Minister Jozef Plnkowski.

Solidarity said meant the readiness 
of selected plants to halt work on 
November 12, was announced Tues- 
day night after a stormy two-day 
meeting of the union's national 
committee in Gdansk. 

The alert Is a compromise for- 
mula adopted by the 49 committee 
members, who were apparently 
divided between militants wanting 
an immediate strike and 
moderates, including labour ac- 
tivist Lech Walesa, who fear the 
repercussions of further stoppages. 
The move came after committee 
members decided to meet the 
prime minister in Warsaw. 

Solidarity, which Issued a list of 
demands Tuesday night. Is 
protesting above all against the 
way in which clauses declaring the 
supremacy of the Communist Party 
were inserted into the union's 
statutes. 

The demands Included access to 
the mass media, better food 
supplies, implementation of 
previously agreed wage rises, and 
the release of impounded printing 
equipment.

LONDON (UPI) . — Britain's House 
of Commons yesterday gave the 
government sweeping powers over 
courts and jails to deal with a poten- 
tially explosive prison warders' 
strike. 

After an all-night debate, the 
House of Commons agreed in the 
early morning hours to give Home 
Secretary William Whitelaw the 
power to: 

• Release prisoners nearing the 
end of their terms. 

• Order magistrates to release 
defendants on bail rather than 
holding them in custody pending 
trial. 

• Use the army to man one prison, 
then use military camps to hold 
civil prisoners if necessary. 

The legislation also gives 
Whitelaw powers to suspend the 
centuries-old right of habeas corpus 
under which prisoners awaiting 
trial must be taken before courts 
every two weeks. 

Whitelaw rushed an emergency 


bill through the Commons In a 
single day because of go-slow ac- 
tion by prison officers/. Among 
other things they are refusing to ad- 
mit more prisoners to jails, forcing 
some 3,000 prisoners to be held In- 
stead in police station cells. .. 

Prison officers extended their ac- 
tion to Northern Irish jails yester- 
day after the province's 1,500 
warders voted to join the strikes. .

U.S. experimented in mosquito warfare 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. array 
loosed swarms of specially bred 
mosquitoes in the 1950s to see 
whether the disease-carrying In- 
sects could be weapons in a 
biological war against the USSR, 
according to declassified 
documents made available on Tues- 
day. 

The experiments were conducted 
in Georgia In 1956, and In Florida in 
1956 and 1958. according to a I960 
Army Chemical Corps report 
released by the Church of Scien- 
tology. 

The church, which is involved in a 
long-running legal battle with the 
federal government, sought the 
documents under the Freedom of 
Information Act as part of a cam- 
paign against chemical and 
biological warfare. 

The report concluded it “would 
be impossible for a nation such as 
the USSR to quickly undertake a 


mass Immunization programme to 
protect millions of people" against 
such a mosquito attack. 

Pentagon officials were not im- 
mediately available for comment. 


The documents revealed that the 
Army Chemical Corps conducted 
experiments dropping uninfected 
mosquitoes from an aircraft over 
Savannah. Georgia, and near the 
Avon Park bombing range in 
Florida in 1956 to see how easily 
they penetrated homes and 
protected areas. 


carriers of disease. 

The army, according to the 1800 
documents, envisioned using the 
Aedes Aegypti mosquito to Infect 
enemy areas in time of war with 
yellow fever. The planners called 
this tactic particularly useful 
against the Russians because 
yellow fever rarely has been found 
in the Soviet Union and Its citizens 
would be less Immune- 


Plans to stockpile large numbers 
of mosquitoes were also outlined. 


Ironically, county and federal of- 
ficials in the Savannah area were 
battling at the time to get rid of 
mosquitoes, but were not informed 
of the army experiments, said 
Brian Anderson, a church 
spokesman. He also contended that 
although the mosquitoes were un- 
infected. they posed some danger 
because they could have been 


Prior to the 1956 experiments, 
laboratories at Fort Detrick, 
Maryland, demonstrated the 
capability "of producing a half 
million mosquitoes a month, and 
the engineeringcommand designed 
a plant capable of producing 130 
million mosquitoes a month," the 
army report said. Yellow fever 
serum could be produced separate- 
ly, the document said. (UPI, AP)

(Many works com- 
mittee members do not share his 


opinion). 

Shiffman maintains that the 
reason is basically "the cordial and 
respectful relations now existing 
between management and 
employees." We have finally come 
to terms with each other.” 

“Not only that but our staff is now 
working faster and better. We have 
recently won the prestigious Kaplan 
Labour Prize for finishing an ex- 
tremely difficult installation in the 
Negev way ahead of time. Also the 
new, coal-fired power station in 
Hadera will be ready several 
months sooner than expected, sav- 
ing the country many millions of 
dollars. Unit 2 will start operating 
next April, unit one by 
December '81, unit three around Oc- 
tober '82 and unit four, about one 
year later." 

AT PRESENT David Shiffman is 


busy trying to pull through his plan 
for a "re-organization" of the Elec- 
tric Corporation. "1 want to take 
research and development out of 
the different departments and make 
It a separate unit. Strange as it 
seems, we deal with hundreds of 
millions of dollars, building up some 
of the country's biggest and most 
Important projects, but we have no 
R & D unit of our own. Setting it up 
will help improve efficiency and 
save a lot of money." 

He stresses that this will not mean 
firing or hiring additional per- 
sonnel. “We can find everything we 
need within the corporation Itself. I 
believe we will not need outsiders."' 
The works committee has already 
granted Its full approval to the idea. 

Curiously enough, there is nothing 
in David Shiftman's past connec- 
ting him to electricity — or even 
engineering. He is a graduated 
schoolteacher who never taught, a 
former independent businessman 
(he had an hotel equipment supply 
company), a former regular Army 
officer and entered public life only 
in 1985. when he was first voted to 
the Tel Aviv City Council. “I have 
not stopped since." he added with a 
smile.

Turbulent times 


The roots of coincidence should hold 
no less a message for the wise than 
do the roots of history. 

Arthur Koestler 
IT IS sheer coincidence that. Just 
when we are witnessing an upsurge 
of neo-Nazism anti-Semitism in 
Europe, Beth Hatefutsoth should 
open a’ mini-exhibit on The Jews of 
Austria and the 1848 Revolution. 

Xt was also by coincidence that the 
Jews of Austria became involved in 
that revolution. On March 13. 1848, 
Adolf Fischhof, a young and un- 
known Jewish doctor, was moved to 
make a speech before a crowd In 
Vienna. Until that moment, 
Fischhof had been a quiet man who 
had not openly questioned the 
political status of his people. In fact, 
as his friends described him. he 
seemed “particularly unaware that 
problems existed at all." 

But it was Fischhofs speech that 
provided the revolutionary move- 
ment with its concrete objectives — 
a constitution, civil liberties and 
cooperation between nationalities. 
To Fischhof, whose speech elevated 
him to the forefront of the revolu- 
tion, this meant emancipation and 
equal rights for Jews who, until the 
revolution started, suffered severe 
discrimination. 

Jews could not marry or move to 
other towns without permission; 
they could not be burled until their 
survivors had paid a special, tax; 
they were not allowed to own cer- 
tain types ol property or to engage 
in certain professions. And they had 
no legal recourse against such in- 
justices. 

Yet another coincidence occurred 
on the first day of the revolution. 
The first martyr of the movement, 
Karl Spitzer, was also a Jew'; and it 
was his death that gave the Jewish 
community a symbol of solidarity in

their struggle against autocracy. 
Other Jews, among them the 
radical journalists. Dr. Hermann 
Jelllnek, became leaders of the 
revolutionary Diet, and many 
enrolled in the National Guard that 
was established as the military arm 
of the revolution. 

The Diet conducted a campaign 
for the annulment of special Jewish 
taxes and for complete Jewish 
equality. And — at least on paper — 
they won their fight. The constitu- 
tion that Franz Joseph granted his 
people In 1849 stated that "civil and 
political rights are not dependent on 
religion." 

IT WAS NO coincidence that the 
revolution failed and that those 
rights never came to fruition. The 
masses were opposed to the eman- 
cipation of the Jews. They wanted 
freedom from rather than for the 
Jews. Many actually regarded the 
Jews as a force no less hostile than 
the hated governments. The 1848 
revolution was accompanied by 
anLi -Jewish riots in many places, 
and after less than a year the 
revolutionary forces were sup- 
pressed everywhere. 

Even though advances had been 
made, the outcome was the dashing 
of the great hopes that Jews had 
pinned on the revolution. The years 
that followed were years of political 
reaction and Jews were once again 
excluded from government service, 
restricted in the purchase of real es- 
tate. and prohibited from entering 
the liberal professions. Anti- 
Semitism was rampant, pogroms 
broke out and formal emancipation 

n, presented a programme intend- 
ed for schools, Illustrating classical 
and modern dance.

proved no barrier a gainst persecu- 
tion and hatred. 

AUSTRIAN Jews reacted to their 
disappointment with assimilation, 
massive emigration to America and 
a renewed vision of independence In 
their own national homeland. It 
may also be noted as a coincidence 
that precisely 100 years after the 
onset of this revolution that failed, 
the State of Israel was born. 

The pictures, caricatures and 
writings reflecting the status of 
Austrian Jewry in this tempestuous 
period were gathered for this ex- 
hibition by Prof. Wolfgang H&eusler 
of Vienna University and edited by 
Dr. Henry Wosserman in Israel. 
Though a small exhibit, it is 
presented with the usual high level 
of professionalism that one has 
come to expect from Beth Hatefut- 
soth. 


"YOU HAVE to go far to find a 
‘dumb* Jew,” is the way Reverend 
Earl Lawson, pastor of the Pilgrim 
Way Baptist Church in Hartford, 
Connecticut, describes his feelings 
about the Jewish people. 

"I believe that God selected the 
Jews to spread the monotheistic 
message, and I also believe the 
Jews have a unique intellectual and 
cultural role in society — they’re a 
smart people and always have 
been." 

Lawson is one of 300 visitors from 
Hartford — and he believes the only 
black in the group — as part of the 
Friendship Force, a U.S.-based 
organization which promotes the 
exchange of private citizens 
between countries. The group was 
recently in Israel for a two-week 
visit — the first week as guests of 
Israeli families and the second 
week on tours, living on a kibbutz or 
moahav or doing whatever each in- 
dividual visitor chose. 

Lawson's hosts were a tour guide 
and a nurse. 

"I'm active in the civil rights 
movement at home and that has 
taught me to be patient and 
tolerant. Also, we were warned 
before we came that if we couldn't 
be flexible we should come on our 
own. not through the Friendship 
Force." 

ACCORDING TO Lawson, many 
blacks in American ghettos resent 
Jews because the Jewish absentee 
landlord or storekeeper who 
charges high interest "Is not 
necessarily an asset to the com- 
munity." 

He didn't claim to disagree with 
this view, only to see beyond It to 
tbe Jewish people of biblical 
prophecy. 

Though he is enjoying iris glimpse 


of modern Israeli life, he primarily 
sees this country as the land about 
which he hP-s always preached. 
"My only discussion of politics was 
when my hosts told me they don': 
tike the leader oi this country ai-.d 
hope he won’t be re-elected. I to id 
them that we in the U.S. have three 
candidates for president but no re a! 
leader, so 1 understand their 
feelings. 

“At the same time. I told them we 
all owe it to whatever leader is in 
power to pray to God (even though 
they claim not to believe in God' 
that He will use the leader as His in- 
strument. as God used Cyrttf in 
Babylon to send soma of the Jews 
home to resettle this land.’' 

What most impresses Lawson 
about modern Israel Is that 
everybody seems so busy and sc 
eager to build the land. "I've beer: 
following the story of how a am.’".' 
group of people have made tfc»& Ian- 
bloom, and now I’m seeing it with 
my own eyes. 

"I expect to go on other trips with 
the Friendship Force, perhaps ic 
the Far East, but except for Africa, 
where my ancestors came from, 
there's no place that wUl mean as 
much to me as Israel does."

‘How do you live with 130% 
inflation?’ visitors wonder

TEL AVIV. — How Israel manages 
to withstand the ravages of 130 per 
cent in nation without disastrous 
effects is a question that piques the

Pharmacists to discuss free floating of 
drug prices with Health Minister

TEL AVIV. — Health Minister 
‘ Eliezer Shoatak late on Tuesday In- 
i’ vlted representatives of the 
. Association of Private Pharmacists 
to meet with him tomorrow to dis- 
cuss their objections to the planned 
abolition of fixed prices for drugs. 

At the last meeting of the associa- 
tion it was decided that if Shost&k is 
not convinced by their arguments, 
and "turns the running of phar- 
macies from a profession into a 
business." the members will take 
.three steps. 


. First, they will break off all con- 
tact with the Ministry; second they 


will stop the voluntary arrange- 
ment under which some phar- 
macies are open certain evenings, 
Saturdays and holidays. Third, they 
will hold a 24-hour protest strike. 

No date was set for the strike, but 
a decision will be taken as soon as 
the minister decides to allow the 
prices of drugs to float. 

Kupat Holim Klalit, which serves 
about two-thirds of all the public, 
does open for a few hours on Satur- 
days for its members, but it does 
not have a night-duty roster. The 
other two sick funds, Maccabi and 
Me'uhedet, have an arrangement 
with the private drug stores for 
their members. ■ 


Zero growth predicted for W. German economy 


BONN. (API — Five leading 
-economic research Institutes this 
week predicted a zero growth rate 
for West Germany's economy next 
:year and called for a temporary 
devaluation of the mark to avoid a 
. deeper slump. 

In their report prepared .for the 
Bonn government, the institutes 
forecast a 1 per cent decline in the 
growth for the first half of 1981. 
offset by a 1 to 1.3 per cent Increase 
over the last six months. 

The institutes recommended the 
West German central bank, the 
Bundesbank, accept a temporary 


devaluation of the mark to improve 
prospects for the country's exports. 

They also suggested that the bank 
loosen Ks tight money policies by 
allowing for expansion of the 
money supply and reducing key In- 
terest rates. 

Last Tuesday the Economics 
Ministry predicted a 0.5 per cent 
growth rate for Western Europe’s 
Strongest economy. The forecast, 
which came over a week after 
national elections, was well below 
previous government predictions, 
which pointed to growth rates 
around 2.5 per cent for 1981. 


Haifa development budget doubles 


HAIFA. — The city development 
budget for 1980/81 will be 
ISl06.l3m.. almost a 100 per cent in- 
crease over last year, a source in 
the municipality said yesterday. 
Gne third of the budget will go for 


the completion of projects left un- 
finished for lack of funds. About 
IS 22 m. are earmarked for Improve- 
ment of roads and streets and 
ISl3m. 'for planting up new parks 
and gardens throughout the city. 


Tight controls 
on Hadera 
air pollution 


HADERA. — An IS1.2m. monitor- 
ing system to keep track of any 
pollution which the new, coai-fired 
power station under construction 
here may cause, will be In 
angurated today by Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg, 
i The system was purchased from 
the Phillips firm of Holland and is 
said to be one of the most modern in 
the world. A ministry source stress- 
ed that this will be the first time the 
public will have any control over 
air pollution. 

The system comprises 12 
monitoring units which will 
automatically register the amount 
of pollutants, such as hydrocar- 
bons. sulphur and nitrogen oxides 
and ozone In the air. They will 
report every five minutes to a con- 
trol centre in Hadera, where a com- 
puter will compare the data With 
the permissible standards. 

The control centre will also 
receive data from the power station 
itself, so that It can keep track of 
the pollution caused by any par- 
ticular agent or activity. 

All data compiled will be 
available to the Electric Corpora- 
tion and government bodies 
through computer tie-ups. 


The beach chair 
rental racket 


TEL AVIV. — Workers renting 
chairs to bathers at the city's sea- 
shore have been pocketing some 
IS25.000 of municipality money a 
year, nils emerged from a report 
the municipality's controller issued 
here yesterday. 

The controller said that the ac- 
tual revenue from renting chairs 
was 30 to 40 per cent higher than the 
declared income. The workers 
don’t give tickets with many of the 
chairs, it was explained. 

This is but one of the examples of 
lawlessness along the coast. The 
report said that policemen and in- 
spectors hired to maintain law, and 
prevent hooliganism and thefts 
there haven’t been doing their job 
properly. 


Gov't aid promised 
to rebuild factory 

Minister of Commerce and In- 
dustry Gideon Patt has promised 
government aid to Carmel Carpets 
so that the firm will be able to 
quickly rebuild and enlarge its 
plant in Netivot that was gutted by 
a fire early Saturday morning, The 
Jerusalem. Post has learned. 

Carmel Carpets chairman, 
Avraham Shapiro, had promised 
the chairman of the local council 
that his firm would do its best to 
restore its production In Netivot. 
Most of the 150 workers whose jobs 
were wiped out by the blaze live in 
the town. 

A Negev police spokesman said 
last night that experts were con- 
tinuing their investigation with the 
aid of the police, crime laboratory. 
Police had said that arson was 
suspected.

Tourists will pay more as long as 
the increase does not exceed the 
rate of inflation in their own coun- 
try.

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Tax concessions to foster 
building of rental flats 


TOURISM BRIEFS 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The amount of rental bousing 
available will be Increased substan- 
tially through a package of tax con- 
cessions to be submitted to the 
Knesset Legislative Committee 
next week. Housing Minister David 
Levy told the Economic Committee 
on Tuesday. 

The proposed bill will allow con- 
tractors to pay the minimum rates 
of tax under the Investment Incen- 
tive Law, even on apartments 
which they sell to owner-occupiers 
— provided that at least half the 
apartments they build are rented 
out for five years or more. 

Contractors engaged In such ren- 
tal projects will also be freed from 
paying taxes on inflationary profits 
they earn from lands they acquire 
for the project. Nominal profits 
made on the land transactions will 
be deflated for tax purposes by the 
increase in the price Index. 

One condition for the enjoyment 
of these privileges is that the area 
of each of the rental apartments 
should not exceed 95 square metres. 

The bill is based on the decisions 


of the ministerial committee for 
economic affairs and on the 
recommendations of the Labour 
and Social Affairs Ministry. The 
ministry argued that more rental 
housing would encourage workers 
to move house more easily in order 
to obtain employment 

Levy also promised that future 
rental housing projects will be 
granted the same favourable finan- 
cing terms granted by his ministry 
to the contractingcompany former- 
ly owned by the two sons of Finance 
Minister Yig&el Hurvitz. The sons 
sold their shares In the company 
last month to avoid political em- 
barrassment to their father. This 
followed public criticism that the 
rate of interest granted to them on 
the proposed government loan was 
too low. 

The accountant-general, Eitan 
Raf, told the Economic Committee 
that government backing had 
enabled the company to. obtain 
long-term loans, at low rates of in- 
terest, from previously untapped 
sources. Of the $54m. capital that 
has been mobilized for the project, 
510m. comes from private loans.

TEL AVTV. — Israel’s cooperatives 
don’t necessarily cooperate with 
each other. At a press conference 
here this week marking the 70th an- 
niversary of Israel’s first 
cooperative. Achdut Printing, of- 
ficials of the cooperative movement 
complained that the Hlstadrut and 
other cooperatives are not always 
the first to become their customers. 

Hanoch Amit. who came to 
Achdut as an apprentice and is now 
its general manager, said that his 
organization prints bus tickets for 
the Dan cooperative and does work 
for Bank Hapoalim. But this is 
because our prices and quality are 


competitive, not because these 
customers feel any obligation to 
patronize Achdut, he said. - 
Achdut was founded In Jerusalem 
70 years ago to print a newspaper 
and books for the Poalei Tzion Par- 
ty. since other print shops refused 
its business, calling it "obscene 
literature." The firm Is now In Tel 
Aviv, printing everything from bus 
tickets and catalogues to books. - 
Yisrael Ziv, chairman of the 
Cooperative Centre, said there are 
120 cooperatives in Israel today, 
with about 20,000 workers. Some 65 
per cent of these are members, the 
rest are employees. He said 
cooperatives could be a solution to 
the employment problems of

U.S. car giants absorb 
huge operating losses 


DETROIT tAP, UPI). - Ford 
| Motor Co. lost S595m. in the third 
! xjunrter of the year, the accond- 
largost loss for any company in the 
nation’s history, the no. 2 
nutomakcr said Tuesday. The 
report brought Ford’s nine-month 
loss Jo 31. 23b. n record for any U.S. 
Cumpnny. This compares with 
profits of $l.2tb. In the same period 
of 1979. 

The quarterly loss. S4.95 per com- 
mon share, was reported one day 
after n loss of $567m. was an- 
nounced by General Motors Corp., 
the world's largest CArmaker. 

In last year’s third quarter. Ford 
onrned $i03m. or 85 cents a share. 

Ford's world-wide sales fell by 
$lb. or ll per cent, from 59.02b. to 
58.01b. 

The only company ever to lose 
more money in a quarter was U.S. 
Steel Corp., which reported it lost 
5668.9m. in the final quarter of 1979. 

Despite the ocean of red Ink, Ford 
said It was increasing by Sib. its 
capital spending In the 1981-19B4 
pprlod, with a large part of that go- 
ing to Increased capacity for four- 
cylinder engines. In May. Ford an- 
.nounced It was rutting 1980-1984 


U.S. oil firms post 3rd quarter gains 


NEW YORK lUPIl. - Atlantic 
Richfield Co. (Arcoi, America's 
sevcnth-Iargest oil company, this 
week reported a 22 per cent gain in 
third-quarter carings, and Shell 
Oil, the eighth- largest refiner, 
posted a 20 per cent hike. 

Arco said stepped-up crude oil 
production from Alaska's North 
Slope bolstered thlrd-quarler 
results, which were restrained by 
an 18 per cent drop in petroleum 
product sales and a loss In Its metal 
mining segment because of a 
nationwide copper strike. 

Shell attributed its Improved ear- 
nings to higher petroleum prices 
and increased crude oil production. 

Most other refiners have reported 
relatively modest third-quarter 
profit gains, such as Standard Oil's 


2.6 per cent rise and the 18 per cent 
advance posted by both Exxon and 
Standard Oil lOhioi. 

Arco earned S339.7m. in the third 
quarter, up from 5320.3m. In the 
July-Soptcmber period last year. 
Revenues advanced 29 per cent, to 
$5.63b- against 54. 37b. 

Shell reported third-quarter ear- 
rings rose to 5353m. from 5293m. in 
the same period last year. 
Revenues were up 36 per cent, to 
55.13b. from S3.76b.

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Gain for Reagan 


FOR AN EVENT that was expected to decide who would be U.S. 
president in the next four years, Tuesday night's debate 
between the Democratic and the Republican candidates may be 
said to have ended with something of a whimper. 

Most Americans apparently thought the outcome was victory, 
on points, for challenger Ronald Reagan. But no-one suggested 
that Jimmy Carter had been knocked out of the arena. The 
pollsters are yet to find out whether the president’s razor- thin 
popular lead over the ex-governor has now been eliminated. 

Working as they must from fragmentary reports, foreign 
observers can only record their vague impression that this was 
not a particularly great debate. It will not go down in history as 
any especially valiant effort by the candidates to "talk sense to 
the American people." Indeed it paled even in comparison with 
the first such television encounter, twenty years ago, between 
John Kennedy and Richard Nixon. 

Mr. Reagan did not commit any of the feared (or awaited) 
gaffes that had earlier helped to appreciably narrow his once 
considerable edge. Mr. Carter did not fail in defending the badly 
chequered record of his administration. 

1716 president made the most of achievements, such as the 
Camp David accords, for which he could justly take credit. Mr. 
Reagan ably fielded accusations that he was a social reac- 
tionary and a threat to world peace. 

All in all the debate seemed to suggest that either candidate 
would be less than a boon, but also less than a disaster, for 
America. Foreigners may shiver at the prospect of a U.S. presi- 
dent who, in 1980, comes down on the theory of evolution even if 
in the heat of an election campaign; or, for that matter, the 
sight of a president being re-elected who needed the invasion of 
Afghanistan to tell him, for the first time, what the Kremlin was 
up to. 

But there are no Washingtons or Jetfersona nor Adamses nor 
Lincolna around any longer. Americana, like Israelis, must 
make do with what is available — or rather what is made 
available to them after being filtered through the convoluted 
agencies of their democratic government. 

In Israel it was noticed that unlike Mr. Carter, who referred to 
this country several times during the 90-minute affair, Mr. 
Reagan never mentioned it once. This may have been acciden- 
tal, or it may not. Even before Mr. Weizman's dreadful Indiscre- 
tion (to call it by no worse a name) this week, Mr. Reagan's 
aides were reported to be sore with Israel for what they viewed 
as an official policy of favouring Mr. Carter. 

Perhaps it is still not too late to make it clear beyond any 
doubt that there is no such policy at all, and that Israel 
reciprocates America's friendship, and not any president’s, or 
candidate’s. 


Redress for the citizen 


THE SECOND International Ombudsman Conference will con- 
clude its sessions in Jerusalem this evening. It is a notable event 
not only in itself, but &1 bo for Its venue. Attended by some 170 
participants from 22 countries, Including most Weet European 
countries, the conference demonstrates the futility of Arab ef- 
forts to place Israel’s capital beyond the pale. 

That the conference was held in Jerusalem is primarily the 
personal achievement of Dr. Tltzhak Nebenzahl, the State 
Comptroller — and Commissioner of Public Complaints, it is 
also evidence of the respect accorded to Dr. Nebenzahl within 
the still undersized international community of ombudsmen. 

The institution of the ombudsman was first proposed for 
Israel in 1965 by the late Yigal Allan, then Minister of Labour. 
The passage of the law that made the State Comptroller also 
Commissioner for PublLc Complaints took until 1971. Since 1965, 
various public and private bodies have established complaints 
mechanisms and offices, the most important of which are the 
ombudsman offices in the three municipalities, who are the real 
pioneers in the field, the Soldiers Complaints Commissioner, the 
Office of Public Complaints in the Police, and the Comptroller of 
the Jewish Agency. 

These complaints offices have proved to be a valuable 
mechanism for redressing wrongs and for limiting the arbitrary 
power of the various bureaucracies in their dealings with in- 
dividual citizens. This is of particular importance in a country 
like Israel, where the state has an inordinately large role. The 
great number of complaints received by the ombudsmen in 
Israel, and even more so the high proportion of those considered 
to be justified, testifies to the necessity of the institution. 

At the same time the complaints mechanism may have been 
of assistance to public officials. For bound as they are by rigid 
rules, and unable to accommodate the many unusual cases that 
abound in an immigrant society with little tradition of imper- 
sonal administration, Israel's public officials are in fact 
protected by the ombudsman against groundless complaints. 

Whether the institution of the ombudsman has sufficiently ad- 
vanced from the redress of individual wrongs to the prevention 
of their repetition, and whether it has made much impact in in- 
culcating higher standards of performance in the bureaucracy, 
is rather more doubtful. The large number of justified com - 1 
plaints shows no decline over the years, and that is surely cause 
for worry. 
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MY VISIT to Egypt comes a short 
time after the Feast of the 
Sacrifice, and I should like to ex- 
press to you, the great Egyptian 
people, and the Muslim world, my 
sincere greetings and cordial good 
wishes (n connection with this great 
festival, symbol of faith and 
readiness for sacrifice. 

We have come to this good land of 
Egypt in response to the kind in- 
vitation of the illustrious President 
of Egypt, Muhammad Anwar al- 
Sadat. leader of the eternal Nile 
Valley. I see in this Invitation a 
sincere desire to add a further tier 
to the edifice of peace, which we 
have undertaken to erect of our own 
free will and in mutual understan- 
ding for the benefit of our descen- 
dants for generations to come. 

One of my requests was to appear 
before this important and 
honourable gathering, in order to 
share with you a few thoughts about 
the relations between our two 
peoples in this new era of peace 
between them. You represent the 
largest party In Egypt You bear on 
your shoulders. an onerous respon- 
sibility towards the Egyptian peo- 
ple. and you provide principal sup- 
port for the implementation of your 
Government's political, economic 
and social policy. A unique 
privilege has fallen to your lot in 
having at your head an extraor- 
dinary personality, a great leader, 
a devoted son of the Egyptian peo- 
ple, an Arab proud of his heritage, a 
devout Muslim — Muhammad 
Anwar al-Sadat. 

His Excellency the President 
draws his strength from a profound 
inner faith, a supreme sense of mis- 
sion, coupled with a sober percep- 
tion of reality. He combines in his 
personality the villager, who ap- 
preciates the importance of land, 
water and a loaf of bread, with 
openness to universal human 
thought, with all its values and its 
scientific achievements. 

President Sadat has often said 
that there can be no progress 
without change, and that those who 
cannot change their ideas will 
never be able to change their situa- 
tion. He himself is endowed with 
this capacity. When he decided on a 
change in the situation and came to 
address the Knesset in Jerusalem, 

In the course of his historic in- 
itiative, he found in us faithful 
partners In the opening of a new 
road. The Government of Israel, 
under the leadership of Mr. 
Menahem Begin, did not recoil 
from difficult decisions in order to 
change the situation, and the 
Knesset — the representative of the 
people — confirmed by a large ma- 
jority the peace treaty which sym- 
bolizes the great change in our area 
and In the relations between our 
peoples. 

X have no intention, nor is It 
within my authority, to conduct 
negotiations in Egypt about au- 
tonomy or any other subject. I have 
come to convey to you and the 
Egyptian people the greetings of 
the people of Israel, sincere 
greetings of peace: to express the 
esteem, affection and friendship 
that they feel for the noble people of 
Egypt, and their unflinching deter- 
mination to persevere in the path of 
peace despite all the difficulties we 
face. . 

These difficulties are due, in my 
opinion, to two main reasons: 

First of all, at Camp David we did 
not sign a separate accord between 
ua, but an agreement that com- 
prised a framework for a com- 
prehensive settlement with all the 
nations in the area, Including a 
solution of the Palestinian 
problem. If the agreement had been 
only between you and us, there 
would have remained only the ques- 
tion of the normalization process 
and its pace and scope. 

As for the Palestinian problem, 
we are aware of its existence, we 
appreciate Jts importance, we wont 
to find a solution for it. We agreed, 
in the framework agreement, that 
Egypt, Israel. Jordan and the 
representatives of the Palestinian 
Arabs should participate in 
negotiations on the resolution of the 
problem in all its aspects. We also 
agreed on stages in the resolution 
of the problem: autonomy for five 
years as a transitional arrange- 
ment, and, not later than the third 
year, negotiations to determine the 
final status of the West Bank and 
Gaza. It was also stated that the 
solution from negotiations must 
recognize the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians and their Just re- 
quirements. In this way they will 
participate in the determination of 
their own future. What has not been 
achieved in years by bombs and 
terrorism, Egypt has thus achieved 
for them by civilized and 
honourable negotiations.

President Navon’s address to the ruling 
Democratic Party in Cairo yesterday was hailed as one a 
the high points in his State visit to Egypt. Excerpts of the 
speech are given here. 
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To our great regret, the Palesti- 
nian Arabs and Jordan refuse to sit 
down at the conference table. This 
is the first obstacle. And in their 
absence. Egypt has undertaken the 
burden of conducting the 
negotiations on the details of the 
autonomy. 

The second difficulty arises from 
the sensitivity of the various sub- 
jects Included In tbe autonomy 
negotiations. For us, these subjects 
are of great historical, religious 
and security significance. There 
are serious difficulties between us 
on several problems, and there is 
no point In underestimating them. 
II Egypt and Israel had wished to 
sweep them under the carpet, the 
negotiations could have been con- 
cluded long ago, but the 
deliberations are being conducted 
in the desire to confront the 
problems and try to arrive at a 
reasonable solution which takes 
into account those factors Z have 
mentioned, and this calls ter a long 
time and great patience. I am confi- 
dent that, with persistence, 
patience and the mutual trust 
between us, we shall overcome dif- 
ficulties and arrive at a just and 
agreed solution. 

At the same time, these dif- 
ficulties must not interfere with the 
orderly progress of normalization 
and a growing improvement In the 
relations between us, for we have 
carried out. faithfully and 
honourably, all our obligations un- 
der the treaty between us. 

I now go on to the sphere of the 
direct relations between Egypt and 
Israel. There is a mutual connec- 
tion — a feedback — between 
leaders and their people. The 
leader senses, and gives expression 
to, the will of his people, and at the 
same time guides them. But for the 
will of the Egyptian people, Presi- 
dent Sadat's historic initiative 
could never have been undertaken. 

On the other hand, If he had not 
sensed the will of the people, it 
would have remained dormant, un- 
expressed, leading to no Initiative, 
Similarly, without the sincere 
aspiration for peace cherished by 
the entire people of Israel for many 
years. Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin could not have welcomed 
President Sadat as he did, and 
brought the negotiations to a 
successful conclusion. 

During the past thirty years, our 
two peoples have fought four hard 
and painful wars, and In starting 
out, sincerely and courageously, on 
the road of peace, they confront un- 
familiar problems. 

In time of war we need a Supreme 
Command tor War. In. times of 
peace, we need a Supreme Com- 
mand for Peace. There Is a need to 
establish a special joint staff, com- 
posed of writers, teachers, psy- 
chologists, sociologists and public 
servants, who will examine the 
various aspects of peace and the 
most appropriate ways to implant it 
and deepen its hold among the 
nations. Such a staff will have to ex- 
amine what both peoples expect of 
the peace that has been signed. 

It is not for me to tell you what the 
peace gives Egypt. Your leaders do 
thifl, for that is their function. They 
have explained to you the 
achievements of tbe peace treaty 
with us : in addition to the return of 
Sinai, with all Its infrastructure and 
its oil wells, an extensive develop- 
ment drive Is in progress in Egypt, 
and you will see the results in a few 
years. 

Most important of ail, peace en- 
sures that there will be no more 
havoc and bloodshed for youi*sons 
and ours, who will live out the full 
measure of their lives as allotted by 
the Creator in His Mercy. 

It Is no secret that there are some 
who believe that the peace treaty 
will solve in a single day all the 
problems of food, housing, work 
and production. These circles 
should be told that we are dealing 
with a gradual and prolonged 
process. 

As for the arguments that are 
heard about the so-called isolation 
of Egypt from the Arab world, 
there Is much that I could say on the 
subject, but I will refrain, for.it 
would not be appropriate for me to 
interfere in the internal affairs of 
the Arab family, of which you are a 
part. 

As for us, peace has been our 
dearest aspiration throughout the 
years. We desire It because we 
want no more blood and destruc- 
tion, and we want to be free to turn 
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all our attention to the solution of 
our problems. 

Peace should cot be restricted to 
official contacts: the masses of the 
people should be concerned, for 
only if peace is carried on the 
shoulders of the peoples will it have 
a long and good life. 

We expect to see you in our own 
country: individuals and groups, 
young people and workers, IntelJec- 
tuals and members of the 
professions, farmers and in- 
dustrialists. The Israelis who come 
here for a visit return with deep ap- 
preciation of your cordial welcome, 
but they would like to have the op- 
portunity of receiving you with 
equal cordiality. They do not want 
to travel a one-way street. They 
would like the relations to be 
mutual. We believe, too. that there 
is wide scope for joint enterprises in 
many fields for the benefit of both 
parties. I want to tell you frankly — 
and nothing is better than candour 
— that there is disappointment In 
Israel at the pace and scope of the 
normalization process. 

We want to know each other 
better, for men are afraid of the un- 
known. During the long years of the 
conflict, many prejudices have 
taken root, and when people do not 
know each other face to face, theae 
unfavourable opinions retain their 
hold, trickle down and undermine 
the foundations of the edifice of 
peace. In your country we are still 
painted in lurid, negative terms, 
which have no connection with the 
reality. 

There are sensitive points among 
you which are not known to us, and 
we may unintentionally go wrong 
and offend you. We have sensitive 
points, and if you are not aware of 
them the same result may follow. 
Dufring the brief period that has 
passed since the treaty, we have 
already had several instances of 
this.

Kohanaky notes 
In his review that Rabbi KaganofTs 
book for the most part ignores non- 
Ashkenazi names. Rottenberg’s 
work includes many non-Ashkenazi 
family names. It includes also 
valuable do-it-yourself instructions 
on delving Into one's genealogical 
roots.

Permit me to tell you of an ex- 
perience I had on the occasion of 
President Sadat's last visit to Israel 
a year ago. His Excellency the 
President arrived In Haifa on board 
ship. After we had passed through 
the streets full of cheering crowds, 
we met for a friendly and edifylpg 
talk. We spoke of the need to know 
each other and of the sensitive 
points on each side and tbe care we 
must take in our relations. And I 
gave him the following example: 

Tbn-Kahldun writes in his Mukad- 
dima’ that the Commander of the 
Faithful. Omar Zbn el-Khattab, for- 
bade the believers to fight on the 
sea as the result of an exchange of 
letters between him and Amr Ibn al 
Aas, the conqueror of Egypt. Ibn 
Khaldun briefly summarizes this 
correspondence, but it appears in 
bill in Tabari. And this is the text; 
Omar wrote to Amr: "Describe the 
sea for me," and Amr replied: l 
saw a mighty creature, with tiny 
creatures riding upon it — nothing 
but sky and water. If it is quiet it 
melts the hearts, and if It moves it 
confuses the mind. Everything that 
is certain is diminished by it, and 
every doubt is multiplied. Those 
who voyage on the sea are like 
worms on a wooden plank: if it 
shifts, they drown, and if they are 
saved they are astonished." 

I told President Sadat that I bad 
wanted to include this story In my 
speech, and add that those days 
have gone and that he, the Presi- 
dent, had arrived today on & strong 
ship riding upon this mighty 
creature, bearing bold creatures 
coming on a mission of peace. But I 
had refrained because of the 
reference to "worms on a plank”, 
in case anyone should misinterpret 
my words. President Badat burst 
out laughing and said: "You should 
know the Egyptian people, they 
love' humour and you had no reason 
to worry.” My own experience has 
taught me, however, that a man 
sometimes regrets things he has' 
said, but I cannot remember 
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I believe the time has come for an 
exchange of views between us on 
the character of tbe cultural and 
spiritual dialogue between our 
nations. That joint committee, 
which I have called "The Supreme 
Command for Peace” would be the 
most suitable forum for discussions 
on this subject. 

While political, economic and 
military aspects can be defined and 
measured, the cultural and 
spiritual sphere is more complex, 
comprising as it does, beliefs, 
opinions, emotions and traditions 
that have taken shape in each peo- 
ple over the generations. Naturally 
there are points of difference 
between us. 

take you, we too seek to build our 
society on a synthesis of the 
achievements of modern science 
and our ancient spiritual heritage. 

On the spiritual plane, our 
religions have the same concept of 
the One absolute and eternal 
Creator • uncompromising 
Monotheism. 

Arabic and Hebrew are- twin 
sisters. The more deeply one delves- 
Into the two languages, the more 
one discovers, not only an extraor- 
dinary similarity of vocabulary, 
but also a similar world of symbols 
and concepts. After ell, they grew 
up in a common, home and were 
born of the same parents. 

Both our peoples are ancient in 
history, and both of us seek to be- 
queath to our children , what our 
fathers bequeathed to us. 

And at the same time there are 
not only similarities between us, 
but also differences — « natural 
differences, stemming from the 
history and the needs of each of our 
nations. Constantly growing 
knowledge of each other will teach 
our peoples to recognize the 
similarities and respect the 
differences. 

In the Talmud, which vpas com- 
posed after the Bible, the question 
Is asked: 

Why did the Almighty create man 
as one single individual, who is call- 
ed Adam, instead of doing as he did 
with the beasts and the flowers, 
which he created, by His word. In 
infinite numbers and quantities? . 

One answer Is: So that no man 
should say to his neighbour: My 
father waa greater than your 
father, my pedigree ia more 
honourable than yours. 

Another reason is: In order to 
show the greatness of the Almighty, 

Far when a king of flesh and blood . 
produces coins from a single 
mould, all the coins are identical, 
but the Almighty, who ia the King of 
Kings, created all men from the 
mould of the first Adam, and yet not 
one is identical with tbe other. 

A- combination of both replies 
could serve as a basis for the 
relations between peoples: all of us 
are equal in origin and value, but 
each of us is entitled to be different 
from the others. 

You and we are ancient peoples 
born in this area. The history of the 
nation I have the honour to repre- 
sent begins some 3,500 years ago 
with our Father Abraham, our 
mutual progenitor. As it was the 
Divine will to disperse us among 
the nations 2,000 years ago, so u 
was His will to restore ua to our 
homeland. Throughout the cen- 
turies, my people never ceased to 
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Sir. — I was Intrigued to read In 
Men del Kohanaky 'a review of "A 
Dictionary of Jewish Names and 
Their History" that the name 
"Wigoder stems from Polish 
wygoda meaning originally com- 
fort, archaic for Inn." It also means 
toilet maker: perhaps' they* are
